! It mast be confessed that though our people are as pa*

triotfo as any other under the sun, and though they do
» honor and respect the name of Washington, aa "first in

poace,. first in war and first in the hearts of his country¬
men," jet heretofore there ban not teen as much spirit
manifested in the celebration of his birthdsy as the peo¬
ple of other countries display on the anniversaries of
the birth of their heroes and statesmen, oven in this
country. The annual commemoration of the memery
Of Burns and the return of St. Patrick's day ha* often
Called forth more real enthusiasm in New York than the
anniversary of the landing of the Filgrima or the
annual return of Washington's birthday.

It is eminently just and proper to appropriately honor
the memory of a great publio benefactor. It argues a

lack of patriotism, of public spirit, of common grati¬
tude in a people, who are confessedly indebted to their
great men for benefits oenferred, not to make some

public acknowledgment of the fact. It is only in oivllized
nations that ench celebrations are known, as it is only

a civilised community that can appreciate properly bril¬
liant deeds, pure intention, and great mental abilities and
powers. In the case of Washington it is eminently ap¬
propriate to celebrate his birthday, for surely no nation
was ever so indebted to a benefactor as is ours to him.
ft** he so wished, America might have been a kingdom
Or an oligarchy, and he possessed of kingly power; but
he rose superior to the weaknesses that beset not only
Ordinary but great minds, and preferred that his country
should he free rather than himself grasp to any personal
honor or digaity that could be conferred upon him by
.ocopting regal authority. Other great men have had
such stains upon their character that their most bril¬
liant deeds will not serve to obliterate them from the
bunds of men; but all history, cotemporaneous and
posthumous, is unanimous in acknowledging that Wash¬
ington's character and life were above and beyond re-

proach or suspicion. There have been generals whose
Hat of military triumph exceeded his in mere number,
yet none were more sklllnl than he in adapting means to
.ids, and doing much with little. As a statesman, he
was not a great projector of public measures, for to Jef¬
ferson and Hamilton is due the glory of originating
nearly all the institutions we boast of as peculiarly
American; yet he was the pilot who steered the
ahip ot .State aright amid the perils and storsu that
9ncompassed it when first launched, though he did but
tfttto to make tbokoel or beod the satis. Hewaawfea.
prudent, pure, and withal forgetful of self, and tho
honors paid to his memory show that while mankind
admire brilliant and dating men, they love, respect and
reverence good and wise oow. Self abnegation is the su-

premest of human virtues, and those who manifest it iu
the greatest degree merit and receive the highest honor*
knownamong men.

To-day will be a busy one all over the country. At
Philadelphia the Know Nothing National Convention wll *

assemble, if not otherwise ordered, and tie nigger wor¬

shippers will oonvece at Pittsburg, and both will imme¬
diately prccoed to Presidential plat'orm making.
At Cincinnati there is to be a great celebration of the

day. the military, trades, and benevolent and secre
associations have all signified their intention of turning
out in honor of the occasion. The Cincinnati newspapers
are filled with no'es of preparation.

In Boston, the young members of the Mercantile Asso¬
ciation, with a duo spirit of patriotism, and a pd>per re¬

gard to the memory of the chief instrument of tho
oetablishment of their country's Independence, have
resolved to celebrate the anniversary of the birth-
day of George Washington, this year, with such
significance aa belongs to the event. They have
secured the assistance of Hon. Edward Everett, who
has consented to meet them upon this occasion, and
who will probably deliver then the last publio speeoh
with which our people will be fevored from his eloquent
tips.

Owing to the non-appearance, on Wednesday, of Pat
Hearne and the other light* of the gambling fraternity^the court room waa not ao orowded aa usual, yesterday
morning. The CleTk called the names of William and
Eden Norris, and their counsel, Mr. Brewer, produced
and read the affidavits of Messrs. E. T. De Foi«st, Chas.
Hopper, Mr. Fisher, Jacob A. Love, John B. Parks and
others, showing the reliable character of the defendants
for truth and veracity.that they bad only bsen engaged
in the gembiiag business from September toJanuary last:
had quit the business previous to these indiotments, and
were now seeking bocerahie employment, and had oom-
mcnccd negotiations wttn respectable business men for
that purjx t*, which only awaited the result of this suit.
Alter fioisbivg the affidavit!, the rnunstl stated to the
Court, that knowing, as he did, the truth of the flaotecontained therein, ne had advised his clients that If theypleaded guilty, toey would, in ail probability, be dealt
with Itu'.ently , by the Court. He would pledge his repu¬
tation that the tenor of the affidavits would be justified
by the tutere oonduot of the defendants.
Judge.in the case of tbei-e men it appears that up to

September last they were engaged in an honorable purhuH. About thin Uxte they took a gambling house,
no doubt with the intention of following that busi¬
ness, but on the first of January they concluded to
afcacdon the business, and set about looking for more
ieputah> employment. Now, unites we are prepared
to disbelieve anything, and everythirg that may
be said in favor of a person who may be indicted for a
ciime, (which would be very unreasonable,) we ate
bound to take these statements as true. The affidavits
have been made in due torm and by respectable men.
Tbete wasone very singular characteristic, said the Judge,
cos tected with ail canes of public interest which had oc¬
curred. since he had been heie. There seemed to be a
general deeue on the part ofthe people that crime should
be abated. He had had.numerous communications sent
to bim upon the subject, and particularly relating to the
vice of gambling. He had listened to them as a cltiaen.
He had proceeded in the disoharge of his duty as Judge.The ease* bad been brccght up one after another, and
nine oat cf the twelve who were indicted pleaded guBty.What neat' The very people who had urged him on to a
rigorous exercise of his authority now came to him to
plead exceptions in behalf of this or that individual.
Here ha would stick a"pin.b Presently another man would
come to him with a long homily about gambling, "but
then thece is this ioolvldual, I think, shooki oe eem-

t idsred an exception." Another phi. And thus he had
gone on sticking pina at the suggestions of outriders, un¬
til up to last night when he found that all but three out
<f thefe nine were to be considered as special exoeptions.This morning we find two more exceptions, leaving Mat¬
thews alone. Nor cou'd Matthews atand alone, for a msn
had called his Honor away (rem his breakfast this
iroinlng to listen to a plea In his behalf; bnt
on keing Informed that Matthews bad been disposed of
leniently he complimented the Julge on his clemency,and left him alone with his coffee The Judge said be
mentioned these things to show how wrong as well as
oteless it was to look to outdoor representations or In¬
fluences. If he had foUowed the advice of all these
people, be should have dona nothing. He was resolved
herealtei to act on hia own sense of right, regardlea* of
the ct nstijueoee* to himself, present or future. He
should knt w nothing and listen to nothing outside of the
court room. Whatever was to be said in behalf of a
criminal must be said in court, and supported by evi¬
dence, in due form.

In this esse be had made up bis mind that if it wa«
possible to exercise clemency these men were deserving oit. It did not appear that they had been engaged in
gnmbMng since the complaint against tbem, even if they
weie at the time, and It would be unjust to puniabthem for former misdemeanors when they had shown a
disposition to reform, and had quit their lBcgal business
even before they came under the cognisance of the legalauthorities. I nder these circumstance*. said the Judge,I shall .yield in the«e two instances to the prayer of the
petition, and order a suspension of judgment, wtth the
assurance that if they are brought up hereafter, uponthe same or any similar offenoe, judgment will be Imme¬
diately executed against them.
Thus end the gamblinj[ cases, until tbe return of the

bench warrant against Hearne and ethers, who failed to
appear on Wednesday.
Woman Sentenced to be Hung in St. Louia..

T1 e sentence of the law was yesterday passed upon Sarah
Ha;, craft, tiled and found guilty of the murder of Thou.

Judge
leckland rentcnced her to he hung on the 11th of April
next.

chance. It tbe Scuth would permit the North to gointo the vontest untrammelled, the Noith ould be car¬
ried for th« Ametican tictet.

constitutions (each within its sphere) as paramount to all other
laws, as rule* af political action.

6. The unqualified recognition and maintenance of the re¬
served Mghts of the several States, and the cultivation of har¬
mony and fraternal gecd will between the citizen* of the se¬
veral States, and to this end, roo Interferenceby Congress with
questions appertaining sole.y to the Individual States, and
non intervention by each (State with the affairs of any other
State.

7. The recognition of the right of the native bom and natu¬
ralized clt'zeni of the United bta'oa, permanently residing in
any Territory thereof, to frame their constitution and laws, and

to regulate their domestic and social affair* in their own mode,
subject enly to the provisions ot the federal constitution, with
the privilege of admission Into the Onion whenever they have
the reqnltle population for one representative In Oongress.
Provided always, that none but those who are citizens of the

U nited States, under the constitution and laws thereof and who
have a fixed resldenoe in any such Territory, ought to partici¬
pate in the formation of the constitution, or In the enactment of
laws for (aid Territory or State.

8. An enforcement ofthe principle that no State or Territory
ought io admit others than cf the United States to the right of
suffrage, or of holding political office.

9. A change In the laws of naturalization, making a eon
tlnued residence ot twenty-one years ot all not heretofore
provided for an Indispensable requisite t»r citizenship here
slier, and excluding all paupers and persons convicted of
crime frem landing upon our shores; but no interference with
the vested rights of foreigners.

10. OpnoBltlon to any union between Church and State; no
Interference with religious faith or worship, and no test oaths
lor office.

11. Free and thorough invrstltraUon Inte any and all alleged
abuses of public functionaries and a strict economy In public
expenditures.

12. The maintenance and enforcement of all law*, constitu¬
tionally enacted, until said laws sball be repealed, or ahall be
deolsred null and void by competent judicial authority.

13. Opposition to the rcekless and unwise policy of the pre¬
sent administration In the general management St our national
affairs, and more especially ns shown in removing "Ameri¬
cans" (by designation and conservatives In principle) from
ofilcfl nrd placing foreigners and ultratsts in their
p nees, as shown in a trucking subserviency to
the stronger, and an Insolent and cowardly bravado towards
the weaker powers: as shown In re opening sectional agita¬
tion by the repeal of the Missouri Compromise: as shown In
gianiing to unnaturalized foreigners the right to suffrage in
Kacpaa and Nebraska: as shown in its vacillating courseon
the Kansas and Nebraska question; as shown In the corrup¬
tions which pervade some of the department* of the govern¬
